In US Crosshairs

WASHINGTON - The United 
States is laying the ground¬ 
work for operations to kill 
or capture militants sus¬ 
pected in the attack on a 
diplomatic mission in Libya 
that led to the death of 
the U.S. ambassador three 
weeks ago, senior military 
and counterterrorism of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday, as the 
weak Libyan government 
appears unable to arrest 
or even question fighters 
directly implicated in the 
assault. 

The U.S. military’s top-secret 
Joint Special Operations 
Command is compiling so- 
called target packages of 
detailed information about 
the suspects, the officials 
said. 

That would constitute the 
first step in a process that 
the Pentagon and Central 
Intelligence Agency are 
taking in anticipation of 
possible orders from Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama to 
carry out action against 
those determined to have 
played a role in the attack 
in the eastern city of Beng¬ 
hazi that killed Ambassador 
J. Christopher Stevens and 
three colleagues. 

Potential military options 
could include drone strikes. 
Special Operations raids 
like the one that killed Osa¬ 
ma bin Laden, and joint 
missions with Libyan author¬ 
ities. But administration offi¬ 
cials say no decisions have 
been made on any poten¬ 
tial targets. 

Spokesmen for the Defense 
Department and CIA de¬ 
clined to comment. 

The preparations under¬ 
score the multiple difficul¬ 
ties confronting the White 
House over the Benghazi 
attack and Obama’s vows 
to bring the killers to justice.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — A se¬ 
nior U.S. official says there 
is strong circumstantial evi¬ 
dence that Mexican feder¬ 
al police who fired on a U.S. 
Embassy vehicle, wounding 
two CIA officers, were work¬ 
ing for organized crime in a 
targeted assassination at¬ 
tempt. 

Meanwhile, a Mexican of¬ 
ficial with knowledge of the 
case confirmed on Tuesday 


that prosecutors are inves¬ 
tigating whether the Bel¬ 
tran Leyva Cartel was be¬ 
hind the Aug. 24 ambush. 
The Mexican official said 
that is among several lines 
of investigation into the 
shooting of an armored 
SUV that was clearly 
marked with diplomatic 
license plates on a rural 
road near Cuernavaca 
south of Mexico City. Fed¬ 
eral police, at times bat¬ 
tered by allegations of 


infiltration and corruption 
by drug cartels, have said 
the shooting was a case of 
mistaken identity as officers 
were looking into the kid¬ 
napping of a government 
employee in that area. 
“That’s not a ‘We’re trying 
to shake down a couple 
people for a traffic viola¬ 
tion sort of operation. That's 
a ‘We are specifically trying 
to kill the people in this ve¬ 
hicle',” a U.S. official famil¬ 
iar with the investigation 


told The Associated Press. 
“This is not a ‘Whoops, we 
got the wrong people.' “ 
Photos of the gray Toyota 
SUV, a model known to be 
used by Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents and 
other U.S. Embassy em¬ 
ployees working in Mexi¬ 
co, showed it riddled with 
heavy gunfire. The U.S. Em¬ 
bassy called the attack an 
“ambush.”

Obama and his advisers, 
who are eager to counter 
Republican criticism over 
a possible intelligence fail¬ 
ure in Benghazi that has 
emerged as a presidential 
election campaign issue, 
have not indicated how 
the response might be car¬ 
ried out. 

Any U.S. military action on 
Libyan soil would risk casu¬ 
alties and almost certainly 
trigger a popular backlash 
at a moment when grati¬ 
tude for U.S. support in the 
revolution that toppled 
Moammar Gadhafi a year 
ago had opened a singu¬ 
lar beachhead of affection 
for the U.S. in the region. 

At the same time, the Lib¬ 
yan government has pre¬ 
sented a further issue by 
opposing any unilateral 
U.S. military action in Libya 
to apprehend the attack¬ 
ers. 

“We will not accept any¬ 
one entering inside Libya,” 
Mustafa Abu Shagur, Lib¬ 


ya’s prime minister, told the 
Al-Jazeera television net¬ 
work. “That would infringe 
on sovereignty and we will 
refuse.” 

The Libyan government still 
depends on autonomous 
local militia to act as its po¬ 
lice, complicating any ef¬ 
fort to detain the most ob¬ 
vious suspects and leaving 
open the possibility that in 
the three weeks since the 
attack they might have 
fled the country, perhaps 
across the porous southern 
border. 

“It is a kind of hypocrisy re¬ 
ally,” said Fathi Baja, a lib¬ 
eral former member of the 
Transitional National Coun¬ 
cil from Benghazi, noting 
that despite promises of 
swift retribution, the gov¬ 
ernment has not taken any 
steps to confront or inter¬ 
rogate those most widely 
believed to bear responsi¬ 
bility. 

Both U.S. counterterrorism 
officials and Benghazi resi¬ 
dents are increasingly fo¬ 


cused on the local militant 
group Ansar al-Sharia as 
the main force behind the 
attack. Counterterrorism 


officials in Washington say 
they now believe that An¬ 
sar al-Sharia had a rough 
attack plan for the U.S. 
diplomatic mission “on the 
shelf” and ready for some 
time just in case. Then, a 


U.S. official said, reports of 
the breach of the U.S. Em¬ 
bassy in Cairo, on the 11th 
anniversary of the Sept. 


11, 2001, terrorist attacks 
against the U.S., provided 
the impetus to put the 
Benghazi attack in motion. 
The Cairo attack grew out 
of a protest over an Amer¬ 
ican-made video mocking 


the Prophet Muhammad, 
and fighters involved in the 
Benghazi attack said at the 
time that they were attack¬ 
ing for the same reason. The 
fighters and, later, spokes¬ 
men for Ansar al-Sharia, ap¬ 
provingly recalled a deadly 
2006 attack on the Ital¬ 
ian consulate in Benghazi 
over another offense to the 
Prophet Muhammad. 

In the hours after the Beng¬ 
hazi attack, the U.S. official 
said, spy agencies inter¬ 
cepted electronic com¬ 
munications from Ansar al- 
Sharia fighters bragging to 
an operative with al-Qaida 
in the Islamic Maghreb, an 
Algerian insurgency that 
has made itself a name¬ 
sake of the global terrorist 
group founded by Osama 
bin Laden. Another inter¬ 
cept captured cellphone 
conversations by militants 
on the grounds of the smol¬ 
dering U.S. Mission in Beng¬ 
hazi that revealed their links 
to, or sympathies for, the 
regional al-Qaida group.□

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Arizona Border Patrol agent shot dead on duty

NACO, Arizona (AP) — A 

Border Patrol agent was 
shot to death Tuesday 
in Arizona near the U.S.- 
Mexico line, the first fatal 
shooting of an agent since 
a deadly 2010 firefight 
with Mexican bandits that 
spawned congressional 
probes of a botched gov¬ 
ernment gun-smuggling in¬ 
vestigation. 

The agent, 30-year-old 
Nicholas Ivie, and a col¬ 
league were on patrol 
in the desert near Naco, 
about 100 miles (160 kilo¬ 
meters) from Tucson, when 
gunfire broke out shortly 
before 2 a.m., the Border 
Patrol said. The second 
agent was shot in the an¬ 
kle and buttocks, but was 
reportedly in stable condi¬ 
tion. 

Authorities have not iden¬ 
tified the agent who was 
wounded, nor did they 
say whether any weapons 
were seized at the site of 
the shooting. 

At a news conference in 
Naco, an FBI official said 
the agency still was pro¬ 
cessing the crime scene 
and that it might take 
several days to complete. 
The FBI and the Cochise 
County Sheriff's Office, 
which is also investigating, 
declined to say whether 
investigators have recov¬ 
ered guns or bullet casings. 
No arrests have been 
made, but authorities sus¬ 
pect that more than one 
person fired at the agents. 
“It's been a long day for 
us but it’s been longer for 
no one more than a wife 
whose husband is not com¬ 
ing home. It's been longer 
for two children whose fa¬ 
ther is not coming home, 
and that is what is going to 
strengthen our resolve" to 
find those responsible and 
enforce the law, said Jef¬ 
frey Self, commander of 
Customs and Border Pro¬ 
tection’s Arizona joint field 
command. 

Ivie, who is married, lived 
in Sierra Vista with his 
wife and their two young 
daughters. 

The last Border Patrol 
agent fatally shot on duty 
was Brian Terry, who died 


in a shootout with bandits 
near the border in Decem¬ 
ber 2010. The Border Patrol 
station in Naco, where the 
two agents shot Tuesday 
were stationed, was re¬ 
cently named after Terry. 
Terry’s shooting was later 
linked to the government's 
“Fast and Furious” gun¬ 
smuggling operation, which

BEIRUT - State television in

Authorities set up a check¬ 
point on a dirt road about 
seven miles (11 kilometers) 
southeast of Bisbee. 

A Border Patrol truck and 
another vehicle carrying 
two portable toilets were 
allowed to drive past the 
roadblock. 

Agents at the checkpoint 


hammed Morsi, pointedly

The agents were fired upon 
in a rugged hilly area about 
five miles (eight kilometers) 
north of the border as they 
responded to an alarm 
that was triggered on one 
of the sensors, said sheriff’s 
spokeswoman Carol Ca¬ 
pas. It is not known whether 
the agents returned fire, 
she said. □

Ten most memorable 
U.S. debate moments 


1. Richard Nixon, sick and sweaty, looks bad even though he 
sounds good, 1960. 

The debate that made televised debates famous. Radio listen¬ 
ers thought that Vice President Richard Nixon was the better 
debater in the first of four campaign debates. Television view¬ 
ers - and there were many more of them - thought Sen. John 
F. Kennedy was the superior communicator. That’s because 
radio listeners could not see the Republican candidate, who 
was battling an illness and looked uncomfortable and occa¬ 
sionally shifty. Historians say the debate was a critical factor in 
Kennedy’s narrow victory. 

2. Gerald Ford says Poland is free from Soviet domination, 1976. 

The biggest gaffe of presidential debates came when Gerald 
Ford declared that Eastern Europe in general (and Poland spe¬ 
cifically) was not dominated by the Soviet Union. Polish-Ameri- 
cans, and millions of other Americans from the so-called ‘’cap¬ 
tive nations” of Eastern Europe begged to differ. 

3. Ronald Reagan asks if you’re better off now than you were 
four years ago, 1980. 

They’ve been asking this question ever since, but Ronald Rea¬ 
gan did it first and best. Since almost nobody thought the U.S. 
was better off economically than it was when Jimmy Carter 
became president in January 1977, the former California gov¬ 
ernor’s query resonated with dissatisfied Americans. 

4. Reagan’s great comeback: ‘’There you go again.” 
Desperate to dent Reagan’s political armor, a flailing Carter 
tried to portray his conservative opponent as an extremist who 
would end Social Security and Medicare as we knew them and 
might just provoke a nuclear conflagration. Reagan disarmed 
the Democratic incumbent with another one of his signature 
one-liners. 

5. Reagan’s quip defuses the age issue, 1984. 

Reagan performed poorly in the first presidential debate of 
1984 and polls showed Walter Mondale narrowing the Repub¬ 
lican incumbent’s big lead. The Gipper stopped Mondale’s 
surge with a joke about age: ”1 will not make age an issue of 
this campaign. I am not going to exploit, for political purposes, 
my opponent’s youth and inexperience.” Mondale laughed 
but later told his wife Eleanor that the quip had sealed Rea¬ 
gan’s victory. 

6. CNN’s Bernard Shaw ties Michael Dukakis in knots with a hy¬ 
pothetical question about the rape and murder of the candi¬ 
date’s wife. 

In a 1988 debate in Los Angeles, Massachusetts Gov. Michael 
Dukakis answered a strange question about the possible rape 
and murder of his wife Kitty by repeating his opposition to the 
death penalty. His cool, analytical answer failed to connect 
with TV viewers. 

7. George H.W. Bush is flummoxed in a town hall debate by 
a citizens’ question about people having trouble making ends 
meet, 1992. 

A woman at the debate in Richmond asked the Republican 
incumbent how the nation’s economic troubles had affected 
him personally. Bush appeared stumped by the question and 
eventually talked about how the economy was improving. 

8. Al Gore sighs, rolls his eyes. 

At a debate in Boston, Al Gore’s body language ended up 
more famous than his words. He sighed, he rolled his eyes, he 
even invaded George W. Bush’s space at one point. The im¬ 
mature behavior marred an otherwise strong debate perfor¬ 
mance. 

9. Al Gore’s mention of a ‘lock box” in 2000 was so widely par¬ 
odied that he even made a joke of it himself in a Saturday Night 
Life spoof. 

Al Gore assured voters that Social Security money wasn’t go¬ 
ing to be spent for other purposes if he were elected president 
in 2000. So he invented the concept of a ‘’lock box” to pro¬ 
tect Social Security from rampaging lawmakers. After George 
W. Bush became president. Congress and the president once 
again raided Social Security to pay for tax cuts and govern¬ 
ment spending. 

10. Technical difficulties mar 1976 presidential debate in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

About eight minutes before the end of the 1976 debate at 
the Walnut Street Theater, the audio feed from the bicenten¬ 
nial encounter in Philadelphia. Television anchors tried to fill the 
void - awkwardly. The candidates stopped eventually stopped 
talking and stood at their podiums - awkwardly.Q 
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Judge halts state’s new voter ID requirement

HARRISBURG, Pennsylvania 
(AP) — One of the toughest 
of a new wave of U.S. state 
laws requiring voters to 
show photo identification 
to cast ballots was put on 
hold Tuesday, as a judge 
postponed Pennsylvania’s 
controversial voter ID law in 
a decision that could help 
President Barack Obama in 
a key battleground state. 
Pennsylvania's 6-month-old 
law has sparked a divisive 
debate over voting rights 
ahead of the presidential 
election. About a dozen 
primarily Republican-con- 
trolled states have tough¬ 
ened voter ID laws since the 
2008 presidential election. 
But states with the tough¬ 
est rules going into effect 
— including Kansas and 
Tennessee — aren't battle¬ 
ground states, making their 
impact on the presidential 
election unclear. 
Commonwealth Court 
Judge Robert Simpson de¬ 
layed Pennsylvania’s voter 
ID requirement from taking 
effect this election, saying 
he wasn’t sure the state 
had made it possible for 
voters to easily get IDs be¬ 
fore Nov. 6. 

“I am still not convinced ... 
that there will be no voter 


disenfranchisement” if the 
law took effect immediate¬ 
ly, Simpson wrote. 
Independent polls show a

NEW YORK (AP) — The lawyer for an Iranian cameraman 
who accompanied President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad to 
the U.S. for the U.N. General Assembly and is seeking asy¬ 
lum said Tuesday that his client did so because he was 
concerned for his safety if he went back to Iran. 

Paul O’Dwyer is representing Hassan Gol Khanban, who 
is in his 40s and has been a videographer with the Iranian 
News Agency for years. He has traveled abroad with Ah¬ 
madinejad before. 

O’Dwyer said his client had been asked to do things by 
the Iranian presidential delegation that he had refused to 
do, and was concerned about what would happen upon 
returning to Iran, which prompted his defection. 

“He was feeling threatened because of what he thought 
would happen when he went back," O'Dwyer said in an 
interview with The Associated Press. “There were demands 
made on him by the presidential detail while he was here 
to do things that he did not want to do.O’Dwyer said his 
client’s wife and two young children have left Iran, as 
well. Khanban “is very, very concerned obviously about 
his family. His immediate family who have left Iran, and his 
extended family who are still in Iran, and obviously he is 
concerned for himself,” he said. □

Ask Olaris Gutierrez if her 
two children play in this 
park and she laughs.

Is it crowded? 

Her eyes widen. 

“So crowded! On week¬ 
ends, your elbows touch 
other elbows." 

Now this park faces threats 
from the city that should 
care for her. The Bloomberg 
administration has in mind 
multiple insults. In pursuit of 
its Xanadu dream for Wil- 


lets Point, it wants to let the 
owners of the Mets and the 
Related Cos. build a huge 
shopping mall on the park’s 
western end, which admit¬ 
tedly is nothing more than a 
vast parking lot now. 

They are intent on let¬ 
ting the U.S. Tennis Asso¬ 


ciation put up new parking 
lots and new roads. And, 
most perilous, city officials 
seem intent on letting Ma¬ 
jor League Soccer build a 
25,000-seat stadium not on 
the park’s edge, but at its 


very core. 

It’s as if Mayor Michael R. 
Bloomberg, in distorted 
homage to “Men in Black,” 
wanted to park a flying sau¬ 
cer here, obliterating soc¬ 
cer fields and a pond. 

It is a fact of 21 st-century life 
that the upstairs/downstairs 
class divide applies with 
great force to New York 


City’s parks. To ride your 
bike from Brooklyn Bridge 
Park to Battery Park to Hud¬ 
son River Park, and perhaps 
stop and take a stroll on the 
High Line, is to experience 
New York as Paris, beautiful¬ 
ly kept parks with gardeners 
and omnipresent officers. 

To ride out to the Shore Park 
by the Verazzano Bridge 
and east to Marine Park or 
to bike up to the city’s larg¬ 
est park Pelham Bay is often 
to bounce along roads as 
rutted as any in backwoods 
Vermont. I walked Flush¬ 
ing Meadows-Corona Park 
with Donovan Finn, a pas¬ 
sionate 41-year-old Queens 
resident and a professor of 
environmental studies at 
Stony Brook University. He 
pointed out lawns scarred 
by hardscrabble patches 
of dirt, soccer goal posts 
rusting and the Fountain of 
the Planets surrounded by 
acres of asphalt. 

We walked beneath a 
stand of adolescent syca¬ 
mores that would be de¬ 
stroyed by the tennis cen¬ 
ter. We came to a stop by 
the soccer fields, crowded 
on this weekday, which 
would disappear during 
years of construction. 


“This is where my 3 1 /2-year- 
old son runs around the 
fountain,” he said. “This is 
our park. Why is it OK to do 
this to us?”

rebuild even prettier fields. 
Maybe, perhaps, could be, 
some day. 

Why have mayors not de¬ 
manded that the U.S. Ten¬ 
nis Association and the tax- 
payer-subsidized New York 
Mets pay fees to this much- 
abused park? And would 
the mayor, whose mansion 
is steps from Central Park, 
conceive of asking the wor¬ 
thies on the Central Park 
Conservancy to underwrite 
its operations by placing a 
professional soccer stadium 
in Sheep Meadow? 

To ask is to know the an¬ 
swer. In fact residents of 
Manhattan already reject¬ 


ed an earlier proposal to 
place this stadium in Hud¬ 
son River Park. 

Four years ago, the parks 
department released a 
strategic plan for Flushing 
Meadows. 

It is a dispatch from a dif¬ 
ferent, green-edged age 
of Bloomberg.

German bailout-fatigue 
might delay aid for Spain

BERLIN (AP) — Germany’s government appears to be 
putting the brakes on any request by Spain for help from 
its European partners in managing its debts, wary that its 
lawmakers might balk at having to vote on yet another 
bailout for a struggling eurozone nation. 

For Chancellor Angela Merkel's center-right government, 
pushing a rescue package through parliament is always 
a tedious business: Her parliamentary whips must work 
hard to bring the coalition’s increasingly reluctant law¬ 
makers in line because failing to secure a majority of her 
own would be a huge embarrassment, especially one 
year ahead of national elections. 

But even if the vote succeeds without having to rely on 
the opposition, the German public is increasingly tired of 
seemingly being on the hook for bailing out the rest of 
Europe.

Smoked salmon blamed 
for salmonella outbreak

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Smoked salmon 
tainted with salmonella has 
sickened hundreds of peo¬ 
ple in the Netherlands, au¬ 
thorities said, sparking major 
recalls there and in the U.S. 
U.S. health authorities say 
they are also investigating 
whether the salmon could 
be at the root of a multi¬ 
state outbreak of the illness. 
The Netherlands’ National 
Institute for Public Health 
and the Environment said 
the salmon was traced to 
a Dutch company called 
Foppen, which sells fish to 
many major supermarkets in 
the Netherlands and stores 
around the world. 

In the U.S. Foppen said it only 
supplied the fish to CostCo 
Wholesale Corp. It did not 
believe the contaminated 
fish was sold to any other 
countries. 

The Dutch public health in¬ 
stitute said that around 200 
people — and likely more — 
have been sickened in the 
Netherlands by a strain of 
the bacteria called Salmo¬ 
nella Thompson. 

A representative for the U.S. 
Centers for Disease and 
Control Prevention, Lola 
Russell, says the federal 
agency has 85 recorded 
cases of the same strain 
from 27 states starting from 
July 1. Without an outbreak, 
she said the average num¬ 
ber of such cases over that 
time would be about 30. 
“We’ve investigating a pos¬ 
sible link between the cases 
in the U.S. and cases in the 
Netherlands,” Russell said. 
That process entails state 
public health officials inter¬ 
viewing patients to find out 
what they may have eaten 
before they got sick, includ¬ 


ing the smoked salmon. 
Russell said 10 people 
have been hospitalized, 
with no deaths. 

Craig Wilson, vice presi¬ 
dent of food safety at 
Costco, said the com¬ 
pany immediately pulled 
the smoked salmon from 
shelves after receiving 
a call from Foppen late 
Monday. CostCo also 
blocked sale of the salm¬ 
on in stores, meaning the 
products won’t scan at 
registers. 

The smoked salmon was 
sold under the Foppen 
name, as well as under 
Costco's store-brand 
name, Kirkland. Wilson did 
not know how much of the 
product was sold. 
Customers who purchased 
the items will be called by 
CostCo to notify them of 
the recall, Wilson said. The 
calls will be followed up 
with a letter. 

Wilson said Costco’s in¬ 
dependent testing of the 
smoked salmon hasn't yet 
turned up any positive re¬ 
sults for salmonella. □ 


Pope’s butler pleads innocent

Attackers kill students 
in northeastern Nigeria

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s 
president on Tuesday 
blamed the steep drop in 
Iran’s currency on “psycho¬ 
logical pressures" linked 
to Western sanctions over 
Tehran’s nuclear program 
and Iran’s increasing bitter 
political battles. 

The remarks were part of 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad’s 
attempt to deflect criticism 
from political rivals that his 
government’s policies also 
have contributed to the 
nosedive of the Iranian rial, 
which has lost more than 
half its value against the 
U.S. dollar this year and has 
sharply pushed up costs for 
many imported goods. 

The price hikes have add¬ 
ed to the burdens on Iran’s 
economy as it struggles 
with tougher sanctions tar¬ 
geting its crucial oil exports 
and measures blocking 
it from key international 
banking networks. The U.S. 
and its allies have imposed 
the punishing measures in 
attempts to force Iranian 
concessions over its nucle¬ 
ar program, which the West 
says is aimed at develop¬ 
ing atomic weapons. Teh¬ 
ran insists the program is for 
peaceful purposes. 

An Iranian parliament mem¬ 
ber, Mohammad Bayatian, 
was quoted on the cham¬ 
ber's website, icana.ir, as 
saying that enough signa¬ 
tures have been collected 


to force Ahmadinejad to 
face questioning before 
lawmakers over the curren¬ 
cy’s tumble. 

Ahmadinejad directly criti¬ 
cized parliament speaker 


Ali Larijani for his claims, 
reported by the semioffi¬ 
cial Fars news agency, that 
“80 percent” of economic 
problems were linked to 
government mismanage¬ 
ment and the rest to sanc¬ 
tions. 

The rial’s sharp decline is 
attributed to a combina¬ 
tion of Western sanctions 
and government policies, 
such as fueling inflation by 
increasing the money sup¬ 


ply while also holding down 
bank interest rates, which 
prompted many people 
to withdraw their rials to 
exchange for foreign cur¬ 
rency. 


“The speaker should help 
the government overcome 
the problem instead of ac¬ 
cusing the administration,” 
Ahmadinejad told report¬ 
ers his first news conference 
since returning from the 
U.N. 

General Assembly. Lari¬ 
jani is among the possible 
candidates for next June's 
presidential elections that 
will pick Ahmadinejad’s 
successor. □

MAIDUGURI, Nigeria (AP) — Assailants shot or stabbed to 
death at least 25 people in the second attack near col¬ 
leges in Nigeria's troubled northeast in the last few days, 
officials said Tuesday. 

Authorities believe students may have been behind the 
attacks in Mubi, but that town and the surrounding region 
also have suffered from a spate of killings by the Boko 
Haram radical Islamist sect. 

The latest attack occurred between 10 p.m. Monday and 
3 a.m. Tuesday when assailants invaded student accom¬ 
modations outside the campus of the Federal Polytechnic 
Mubi college, said one of its students, Danjuma Aiso. 
Twenty-seven students were killed, forcing the school 
to close Tuesday, said Aiso, citing information from the 
school's Students Affairs officer Mohammed Baba Kare- 
wa. The Associated Press could not immediately reach 
Karewa for comment. 

Adamawa state police spokesman Ibrahim Muhammad 
said 25 men were killed: 19 students of Federal Polytech¬ 
nic Mubi, three students of another college, an ex-soldier, 
a security guard and an elderly man. 

“The crisis in Mubi is suspected to have been fueled by 
campus politics after an election at the (college),” Yush- 
au Shuaib, the spokesman for the National Emergency 
Management Agency, said in a statement. Across colleg¬ 
es and universities in Nigeria, some fraternities have turned 
to gang violence to wield power on campuses. 

“Boko Haram (attackers) open fire sporadically,” said Mu¬ 
hammad. 

“In this case, the attackers called their victims by name 
and left other people in the room alone. This is not the 
modus operandi of Boko Haram.” 

“It is the work of insiders,” Muhammad said. 

Police said that student elections held last week could 
have been the motivation for the violence. But Aiso said 
students had recently found a written warning pasted 
on the gate of the female hostel inside the campus and 
which is widely believed to have been written by mem¬ 
bers of the Boko Haram sect. The message ordered au¬ 
thorities to evacuate the school, he said. 

The college attack follows the killing Saturday of three stu¬ 
dents outside a university campus, about 100 miles (170 
kilometers) away, in the city of Maiduguri, Boko Haram’s

ship since then have splin¬ 
tered that cartel into small 
gangs warring for the area. 
The CIA officers were head¬ 
ing down a dirf road fo fhe 
military installation with a 
Mexican navy captain in 
the vehicle when a carload 
of gunmen opened fire 
and gave chase. The em¬ 
bassy SUV tried to escape, 
but three other cars joined 
the original vehicle in pur¬ 
suing it down the road, ac¬ 
cording to the original navy 
statement. Occupants of 
all four vehicles fired. 

“This is somebody with a 
powerful automatic weap¬ 
on just unloading an entire 
clip, reloading, and con¬ 


tinuing to fire at that same 
impact point, clearly with 
the intention of penetrat¬ 
ing the armor and presum¬ 
ably killing those who are 
inside,” the U.S. official told 
the AP. 

Surveillance cameras in the 
area recorded two civilian 
vehicles chasing the U.S. 
Embassy SUV, the Mexican 
official said. So far Mexican 
officials have said only fed¬ 
eral police fired on the SUV. 
The two CIA officers re¬ 
ceived non-life-threatening 
wounds and have returned 
to the United States. The 
navy captain was unin¬ 
jured and radioed the navy 
for help.Q

When asked by the AP if 
the Mexican federal po¬ 
lice officers involved in the 
shooting were tied to orga¬ 
nized crime, the U.S. official 
said, “The circumstantial 
evidence is pretty damn 
strong.” 

Both the U.S. and Mexican 
officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because of 
the sensitivity of the diplo¬ 
matic issue.

to a spokesman who was 
not authorized to speak on 
the record. 

The U.S. State Department 
declined to discuss details. 
“We will not comment 
on an ongoing investiga¬ 
tion," said William Ostick, a 
spokesman. 

“This is a matter of great sig¬ 
nificance to both our coun¬ 
tries and we will continue 
to cooperate with Mexican 


authorities in their investiga¬ 
tion.” 

The Mexican official said 
one line of investigation is 
that members of the Bel¬ 
tran Leyva Cartel were in¬ 
terested in attacking the 
people in the car because 
some of their lookouts had 
seen them passing through 
the area and presumed 
they were investigating 
the cartel. It’s possible they 
didn’t know they were 
Americans.

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7 crew arrested in deadly Hong Kong boat collision

HONG KONG (AP) — Police 
on Tuesday arrested seven 
crew members from two 
boats that collided in Hong 
Kong waters, killing 38 holi¬ 
day revelers, but offered 
no theory about how the 
vessels ran into each other 
on a clear night in one of 
the safest and most regu¬ 
lated waterways in Asia. 
The Monday night crash 
was Hong Kong's deadli¬ 
est accident in more than 
15 years, and its worst mari¬ 
time accident in more than 
40. Some relatives of the 
dead went to the scene off 
Hong Kong island’s south¬ 
western coast to toss spirit 
money in honor of the vic¬ 


tims on Tuesday, while oth¬ 
ers waited at the morgue 
for news about loved ones. 
Police Commissioner Tsang 
Wai-hung said six people 
were detained on suspi¬ 
cion of endangering pas¬ 
sengers by operating their 
craft in an unsafe way. Po¬ 
lice later announced a sev¬ 
enth arrest. 

Tsang said both crews are 
suspected of having not 
“exercised the care re¬ 
quired of them by law," but 
he did not elaborate. 

A ferry collided with the 
Lamma IV, which is owned 
by the Hong Kong Electric 
Co. utility and was taking 
more than 100 employees 
and their families to famed 
Victoria Harbor to watch a 
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fireworks display in celebra¬ 
tion of China's National Day 
and mid-autumn festival. 
The government said 101 
people were sent to hos¬ 
pitals, 66 were discharged, 
and four had serious injuries 


or were in critical condition. 
The ferry was damaged 
but completed its journey, 
and some of its passengers 
were treated for injuries. Lo¬ 
cal TV later showed its bow 
chewed up and chunks 
missing. 

Hong Kong and Kowloon 


(Ferry) Holdings Ltd., the fer¬ 
ry operator, did not return 
calls seeking comment. 

The government said 28 
bodies were recovered 
overnight, and eight more 
people were declared 


dead at hospitals. Two 
bodies found aboard the 
vessel Tuesday raised the 
death toll to 38, according 
to government statements. 
At least four of those killed 
were children. 

Salvage crews raised the 
half-submerged Lamma IV 


using three crane barges. 

At the same time, several 
dozen relatives of victims 
traveled by boat to take 
part in a traditional Chinese 
mourning ritual, praying 
alongside Taoist priests and 
tossing spirit money into the 
wind. 

Survivors told local televi¬ 
sion stations that the power 
company boat started sink¬ 
ing rapidly after the 8:23 
p.m. collision. One woman 
said she swallowed a lot of 
water as she swam back to 
shore. A man said he had 
been on board with his 
children and didn’t know 
where they were. Neither 
gave their names. 

Though there was no imme¬ 
diate word about how the 
collision occurred on Hong 
Kong's tightly regulated 
waterways, it appeared 
human error was involved. 
Both vessels should have 
been illuminated by running 
lights when they crashed 
near Lamma island off the 
southwestern coast of Hong 
Kong island. 

Such large-scale accidents 
are rare for Hong Kong, a 
semiautonomous enclave 
off mainland China that 
has one of Asia’s most ad¬ 
vanced infrastructures and 
economies with first-rate 
public servicesO

Activist arrested by Algerian police 


ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) — A member of a 
leading human rights organization has 
been beaten and arrested in a southern 
Algerian city. 

The lawyer for Yacine Zaid said Tuesday 
that his client had been punched and 
beaten by police when they arrested him 
at a road block in Ouargla , 700 kilometers 
(435 miles) south of the capital. The lawyer, 
Sidhoum Mohamed Amine, said Zaid was 
arrested Monday on the ground that he 
had shown a lack of respect for police. 

The daily El Watan reported that Zaid 
would go on trial Monday for “humiliating” 


and “striking a police officer.” The paper 
quoted an eyewitness, Abdelmalek Aibek 
Eg Sahli, a representative of a hotel union, 
as saying that Zaid “wasn't aggressive and 
I don’t see why he is accused of that." 
Amine said in an interview with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press that police often use “verbal 
aggression” to justify an arrest. 

Zaid, a well-known blogger, is a member of 
the Algerian League for the Defense of Hu¬ 
man Rights. He was detained in Algiers on 
Sept. 25 after a support rally for another hu¬ 
man rights militant on a hunger strike, but 
later released. □

Lance Briggs plucked the 
ball out of the air and start¬ 
ed rumbling down the field.

Briggs and the rest of those 
30-something Bears de¬ 
fenders showed Tony Romo 
and the Dallas Cowboys 
how much they can still 
play. 

Charles Tillman, another of 
the five defensive starters 
in their 30s, also returned 
an interception for a touch¬ 
down in the Bears’ 34-18 
victory Monday night. 

“A lot of our older guys are 
playing really well right now 
because we understand 
everything so much more,” 
said Briggs, whose 74-yard 
run was his first interception 
return for a TD since 2005. 
“Whether we've lost a step 
or some people believe 
we’ve lost a step, we make 
up for it in knowledge.” 
Though Romo was only 
sacked once, on the 
game’s first series, he was 
pressured relentlessly and 
threw five interceptions. 
That matched his career 
high, first done five years 
ago in his first full season as 
a starter. 

“Just outstanding play by 
our defense,” Bears coach 
Lovie Smith said. 


“It seemed like everybody 
had a say in it. How about 
Lance Briggs? You guys 
didn’t know he could run 
that fast.” 

Briggs’ interception came 
in a wild two-play ex¬ 
change of turnovers mid¬ 
way through the third quar¬ 
ter. 

Bears quarterback Jay Cut¬ 
ler was nearly flawless after 
halftime, when he complet¬ 
ed 11 of 12 passes for 219 
yards and two touchdowns. 
That included a 34-yard 
score to Devin Hester to 
start the half and a 31-yard- 
er to Brandon Marshall with 
6/2 minutes left. 

Cutler was 18 of 24 over¬ 


all for 275 yards. Marshall 
had seven catches for 138 
yards. 

Major Wright, who returned 
an interception for a touch¬ 
down in Chicago’s last 
game, had two of the five 
interceptions. D.J. Moore 
has nine career intercep¬ 
tions, three of them against 
Romo after getting another 
one Monday night. 

“We have a pretty good 
feel for what their front is 
going to do, what their 
pressures were, what their 
coverages were,” Cowboys 
coach Jason Garrett said. 
“They’ re just very good at it. 
It’s not very exotic.” 
Chicago's first fumble of the 


season came when Cutler 
was sacked by DeMarcus 
Ware and Victor Butler re¬ 
covered at the Bears 27. 

On the very next play, Romo 
was trying to escape pres¬ 
sure when he was hit from 
behind by Henry Melton. 
The ball popped forward 
into the air and Briggs 
grabbed it and scored to 
put the Bears (3-1) ahead 
24-7. 

“I haven’t run that long in a 
long time, that far,” Briggs 
said. 

Once again, the Cowboys 
(2-2) are a .500 team. They 
are also one of the lowest- 
scoring teams in the NFL 
with only 65 points going 


into their bye week, and 
then play four of their next 
five games on the road. 
“This has to be a wakeup 
call for us. I don’t say that 
nonchalantly. It has to be,” 
Cowboys tight end Jason 
Witten said. 

“You can’t bounce back 
and forth like this and try to 
compete come Decem- 
ber-time. You can’t do it. 
We have been in that situa¬ 
tion before. You cannot do 
it. And we know that, and 
we'll get better.” 

Since the start of the 1997 
season, Dallas is 122-122 
in regular-season games. 
They have won only one 
playoff game in that span 
after three Super Bowl titles 
in a four-year span in the 
first half of the 1990s. 

Romo finished 31 of 43 for 
307 yards and a touch¬ 
down. When the Cowboys 
got the ball back in the final 
3 minutes, Kyle Orton got 
his first action since the vet¬ 
eran quarterback signed a 
free agent deal during the 
offseason to be Romo’s 
backup. 

Orton threw a 5-yard TD 
pass to Witten with 34 sec¬ 
onds left, capping a 10 - 
play, 89-yard drive. 

Witten, the seven-time Pro 
Bowl tight end who unchar¬ 
acteristically had several 
drops the first three games 
after missing most of the 
preseason with a lacerated 
spleen, had 13 catches for 
112 yards. □ 


In reversal New Zealand 
cancels Mike Tyson’s visa 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(AP) — In a reversal, Mike 
Tyson has been denied en¬ 
try to the country whose in¬ 
digenous Maori people he 
says inspired his facial tat¬ 
too. 

New Zealand authorities 
on Wednesday cancelled 
an entry visa for the former 
heavyweight boxing cham¬ 
pion and convicted rapist, 
days after the prime min¬ 
ister spoke out against his 
planned visit. 

The Las Vegas celebrity had 
earlier been granted an ex¬ 
emption to New Zealand 
immigration rules to speak 


at a November charitable 
event, “Day of the Cham¬ 
pions.” Tyson’s 1992 rape 
conviction would have nor¬ 
mally made him ineligible 
to enter the country. 
Speaking to the APNZ news 
agency this week before 
his visa was cancelled, Ty¬ 
son said his tattoo was in¬ 
spired by New Zealand’s 
indigenous Maori culture. In 
pre-European times, many 
Maori wore elaborate facial 
tattoos as a sign of their sta¬ 
tus in their tribe. Some Maori 
today who identify strongly 
with their traditional culture 
get similar tattoos. 


“Other than that I’ve nev¬ 
er heard of Maori people, 
so I’m looking forward to 
come down there and see 
them," he told the agency. 
Associate Immigration Min¬ 
ister Kate Wilkinson said in 
a statement Wednesday 
that the original decision to 
let Tyson enter was “a finely 
balanced call” and that 
the charity that would have 
benefited from his visit had 
now withdrawn its support. 
Prime Minister John Key 
spoke out against the 
planned visit this week, 
questioning the decision by 
immigration authorities and

When a new patient comes 
to me, I evaluate their medi¬ 
cal tests, but I begin by ob¬ 
serving them the way my 
Uncle Julio use to look at his 
land. Julio was a farmer who 
was considered in his native 
Portugal, a soil expert. Dur¬ 
ing my childhood I had the 
opportunity to travel with my 
Uncle as he appraised land. 
Uncle Julio showed me there 
is no “bad” land, just land 
that is better suited to grow 
different crops. For exam¬ 
ple, green peppers needed 
rich, dark, organic rich soil. If 
you try to grow grapes in this 
soil, you get mushy, tasteless 
grapes. Grapes need poor, 
rocky ground to produce 
wine quality grapes. I learned 
that all soil can be good for 
growing; however different 
soil produces different plants. 
Now, just like Uncle Julio, I 
check to see what your body 
is good for growing, healthy 
cells or diseased cells. 

In conventional 
medicine we have different 
theories about how we get or 
“grow” diseased cells. Louis 
Pasteur, known for the food 
Pasteurization process, de¬ 
veloped the medical Germ 
Theory. The Germ Theory 
says that something outside 
the body, bacteria, virus, and 
pollution causes disease. 

Another biologist, An¬ 
toine Bechamp, disagreed 
with Pasteur; Bechamp main¬ 
tained that bacteria are not 
the cause of, but the result 
of disease. This has also been

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mi¬ 
crosoft says it has settled 
a computer-fraud case 
againsf a website operat¬ 
ed by a Chinese business¬ 
man that had become a 
major hub for illicit Internet 
activity. 

The software company 
announced Tuesday that 
Peng Yong, the registered 
owner of 3322.org, has 
agreed to work with Micro¬ 
soft and China’s computer 
emergency response team 
to prevent cybercriminals 
from using the domain. 
3322.org served as home 
base for the Nitol botnet 
and more than 500 other 
types of malware, Micro¬ 
soft officials said in docu¬ 
ments filed in federal court 
last month. 

Peng will steer any infected 
traffic from 3322.org to a 
special computer called 
a sinkhole that will be 
managed by Chinese au¬ 
thorities, according to the 
agreement. 

Peng initially denied the 
allegations in the lawsuit, 
which Microsoft said it 
dropped after reaching 
the settlement. □

Rdio to pay artists $10 per new subscriber

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Music 
subscription service Rdio is 
looking to dispel the notion 
that streaming services un¬ 
derpay artists for their work. 
Starting Tuesday, it will start 
paying musicians $10 for 
every person they con¬ 
vince through social media 
to sign up for an Rdio plan. 
The move is an attempt to 
attract users in a field that 
has seen tough competi¬ 
tion from the likes ofSwe- 
den's Spotify and Rhapso¬ 
dy in the U.S. 

Subscription music services 
are gaining in popularity. 
For $10 a month, they allow 
users to stream an unlimited 
number of songs on mobile 
devices. Users can select 
from millions of tracks, in¬ 
cluding those off the latest 


albums. 

But some prominent art¬ 
ists like Adele and Cold- 
play have kept their new¬ 
est work off the services for 
months because of fears 
that easy access will hurt 
album sales. Some art¬ 
ists have complained that 
the royalties per stream 
amount to just fractions of 
a penny per play. 

Rdio CEO Drew Lamer said 
the new bounty is a “win- 
win” for artists, fans, and the 
company itself. 

“This hits the compensation 
issue, but also fan engage¬ 
ment as well,” he said. 

A few artists have signed 
up for the plan already, 
including Snoop Lion, the 
rapper-cum-Rastafarian 
formerly known as Snoop 
Dogg. Other artists getting

Home prices, auto sales help buoy U.S. economy 


US holiday sales 
seen rising 4.1%

NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri¬ 
cans are expected to 
spend more during what’s 
traditionally the busiest 
shopping season of the 
year, but they’re not ex¬ 
actly ready to shop ‘til they 
drop like they have been in 
the past two years. 

The National Retail Federa¬ 
tion, the largest U.S. retail 
trade group, said Tuesday 
that it expects sales during 
the winter holiday shopping 
period in November and 
December to rise 4.1 per¬ 
cent this year. That’s more 
than a percentage point 
lower than the growth in 
each of the past two years, 
and the smallest increase 
since 2009 when sales were 
up just 0.3 percent. 

The projections are an im¬ 
portant indicator for retail¬ 
ers that depend on the last 
two months of the year for 
up to 40 percent of their 
annual sales. But the esti¬ 
mates also offer valuable 
insight for economists who 
closely watch consumer 
spending, which accounts 
for up to 70 percent of eco¬ 
nomic activity. 

The holiday shopping sea¬ 
son is one gauge of not 
only the shopping habits, 
but also the mindset of the 
average American during 
what has turned out to be 
a slow and uneven eco¬ 
nomic recovery. Right now, 
people are feeling better 
about rising home prices 
and a rebounding stock 
market, but job growth is still 
weak and prices for every¬ 
thing from food to gas are 
higher. At the same time, 
there’s uncertainty about 
who the next president will 
be and some Americans 
worry that the U.S. debt cri¬ 
sis could lead to another 
recession. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. economy is looking 
more resilient, thanks in 
part to encouraging signs 
for the two most expensive 
purchases most Americans 
make: cars and homes. 
Cheap loans and a bounty 
of fuel-efficient models en¬ 
ticed Americans to buy new 
vehicles at a brisk pace last 


month. And the nation en¬ 
joyed another year-over- 
year surge in home prices 
in August — a sign that the 
housing industry is making a 
sustained comeback. 

Both trends reflect rising 
confidence in the econo¬ 
my. They show that more 
families are replacing ag¬ 
ing cars, more homeown¬ 
ers are deciding to sell and 
more would-be buyers are 
concluding that a home is 
a good investment. 

Two surveys last week also 
reported improving con¬ 
sumer confidence. 

The apparent progress 
could benefit President 


Barack Obama, who faces 
off with Republican chal¬ 
lenger Mitt Romney on 
Wednesday in an econo¬ 
my-focused debate just five 
week ahead of the elec¬ 
tion. 

Despite the brightening 
auto and housing indus¬ 
tries, the broader Ameri¬ 
can economy is still strug¬ 
gling. It grew at a meager 
1.3 percent annual rate in 
the April-June quarter. Most 
economists foresee little 


strengthening the rest of 
the year. 

Hiring remains too sluggish 
to reduce high unemploy¬ 
ment, which is at 8.1 per¬ 
cent. The manufacturing 
sector is struggling to grow 
consistently. Workers’ pay is 
lagging inflation. A dismal 
European economy has cut 
demand for U.S. exports. 
And the economy remains 
at risk of falling off a “fis¬ 
cal cliff” early next year. 
That’s when tax increases 
and deep spending cuts 
take effect unless Congress 
reaches a budget deal. If 
those measures do take ef¬ 
fect, the economy could 


fall into recession. 

Yet many Americans ap¬ 
pear to be looking past the 
economy’s troubles. 

Surveys by the private Con¬ 
ference Board and the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan show 
that while consumers are 
anxious about current con¬ 
ditions, they're more opti¬ 
mistic about the future. 

That helps explain why 
Americans are expected 
to step up spending during 
this year's holiday shopping 
season. 

The National Retail Federa¬ 
tion, the largest retail trade 
group, predicts sales will rise 
4.1 percent. That’s less than 
in each of the past two 
years but more than the av¬ 
erage growth over the past 


10. And it extends a growth 
trend that began after holi¬ 
day sales sank 4.4 percent 
in 2008 in the midst of the 
recession. 

Increased consumer con¬ 
fidence is also a factor in 
this year's auto sales gains. 
On Tuesday, automakers 
reported solid increases in 
September. Total sales for 
the month are expected to 
exceed 1.1 million vehicles, 
up 11 percent from Sep¬ 
tember 2011. 

Analysts expect sales to 
total about 14.3 million this 
year, up from 12.8 million 
last year. Sales peaked at 
17 million in 2005 before hit¬ 
ting a 30-year low of 10.4 
million during the recession 
in 20090

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Swiss cows send text to announce they’re in heat

When Christian Oesch was 
a boy on his family’s hog 
farm, cellphones were a 
thing of the future. Now, 
Oesch tends a herd of dairy 
cattle and carries a smart¬ 
phone wherever he goes. 
Occasionally he gets an 
SMS from one of his cows. 
That is because Oesch, 60, 
who cares for a herd of 44 
Red Holstein and Jersey 
dairy cows, is helping to 
test a device that implants 
sensors in cows to let farm¬ 
ers know when they are 
in heat. When that is the 
case, the device sends an 
SMS to the farmer's phone. 
The Swiss do not settle for 
half measures: The SMS 
can be in any one of Swit¬ 
zerland's three main lan¬ 
guages - German, French 
and Italian - plus English or 
Spanish. 

If there is anything to be 
learned from this project, 
which will bring the devices 
to market early next year, 
it is that Heidi's world of 
goats - or cows - placidly 
grazing in Alpine meadows 
is gradually becoming the 
stuff of storybooks. 

The electronic heat detec¬ 
tor is the brainchild of sev¬ 
eral professors at a techni¬ 
cal college in the nearby 
Swiss capital of Bern. It fills a 
market gap, they say, be¬ 
cause dairy cows, under 
growing stress to produce 
larger quantities of milk, are 
showing fewer and fewer 
signs of heat. That makes 
it harder for Swiss farmers 
to use traditional visual in¬ 
spections to know when 
to bring on the bull or, in 
about 80 percent of the 
cases these days, the arti¬ 
ficial inseminator. 

The sensor implanted in 
the genitals of Fiona or 
Bella (favorite names for 
Swiss cows) measures body 
heat, then transmits the re¬ 
sult to a sensor affixed to 
the cow’s neck that mea¬ 
sures body motion. (Cows 
in heat become restless.) 
“The results are combined, 
using algorithms, and if the 
cow is in heat an SMS is sent 
to the farmer,” said Claude 
Brielmann, a computer 
specialist who helped de¬ 
sign the system. The detec¬ 
tor on the cow’s neck is 


equipped with a SIM card 
so the farmer can pay for 
the calls. 

“Our recognition rate is 
about 90 percent,” Briel¬ 
mann said. 


The device, known as a 
heat detector, raises con¬ 
cerns among animal rights 
advocates, not so much 
because of its intrusiveness 
in the private parts of the 
cow - its use involves insert¬ 
ing a thermometer with a 
tiny transmitter and anten¬ 
na in the cow’s genitals - 
but because of what it says 


about the stressful lives of 
Swiss cows. It also prompts 
skepticism among dairy 
farmers, who are startled 
by its cost, which is expect-

an eye on them,” he add¬ 
ed. “That's the best.” 

But experts say measures 
taken to increase milk pro¬ 
duction - adding proteins, 
minerals and vitamins to 
their feed_ upset the cows’ 
metabolism, making the 
device increasingly nec¬ 
essary. “With greater pro¬ 
ductivity there is a drop in 
reproductive activity,” said 
Samuel Kohler, a veterinar¬ 
ian who is among the de¬ 
velopers of the device and 
now serves on the board 
of the company, called 
Anemon, that hopes to sell 
it. Few people anywhere 
are as sensitive to animal 
rights as the Swiss, who have 
some of the toughest ani¬ 
mal rights laws in the world. 
A comprehensive law en¬ 
acted four years ago, for 
instance, obliges dog own¬ 
ers to take a course on the 
proper treatment of their 
pet and requires that cer¬ 
tain animals deemed so¬ 
cial, like guinea pigs or ca¬ 
naries, have one or more 
companions in captivity. 
(Even the Swiss have their 
limits. In 2010, voters over¬ 
whelmingly rejected a pro¬ 
posed law that would have 
appointed free lawyers to 
represent animals in abuse 
cases. )□

Show on Jesus’ wife 
papyrus delayed 

BOSTON (AP) — The Smithsonian Channel says the pre¬ 
miere of its documentary on a papyrus fragment that pur¬ 
ports to show Jesus referring to his wife is being delayed 
until further tests can be done. 

Research about the fourth-century Coptic papyrus frag¬ 
ment was released last month by Harvard Divinity School 
professor Karen King. She said it didn't prove Jesus was 
married, only that some early Christians believed he was. 
Scholars immediately raised doubts about its authentic¬ 
ity and questioned its lack of known archaeological prov¬ 
enance. The documentary was scheduled to debut Sept. 
30. But the channel’s general manager says it will be de¬ 
layed “until the document undergoes additional tests.” 
Tom Hayden says the program will consider such doubts 
and the results of the tests. He said that will make for a 
“more complete story.’O

Environmentalist pioneer 
Barry Commoner dies at 95

— Barry Com¬ 
moner, a scien¬ 
tist and activ¬ 
ist who raised 
early concerns 
about the ef¬ 
fects of radio¬ 
active fallout 
and was one 
of the pioneers 
of the environ¬ 
mental move¬ 
ment, has died 
in New York. He 
was 95. 

Commoner 
died Sunday 
afternoon at 
a Manhattan 
hospital, where 

he had been since Friday, said his wife, Lisa Feiner. He 
lived in Brooklyn Heights. 

Commoner was an outspoken advocate for environmen¬ 
tal issues. 

He was one of the founders of a well-known survey of 
baby teeth in St. Louis that started in the late 1950s. The 
survey assessed the levels of strontium-90 in the teeth and 
showed how children were absorbing radioactive fallout 
from nuclear bombs that were being tested. 

The survey helped persuade government officials to par¬ 
tially ban some kinds of nuclear testing. 

“He had a very strong belief that scientists had a social 
responsibility, that the discoveries would be used for social 
good, and that scientists also had an obligation to edu¬ 
cate the public about scientific issues so that the public 
could make informed political decisions," Feiner said. 

He took on that role of educating the public, writing books 
on environmental issues. 

Among his works were “Making Peace with the Planet” 
and “Science and Survival.” He made the cover of Time 
magazine in early 1970 and ran for president as a third- 
party candidate in 1980. 

He founded the Center for the Biology of Natural Systems 
at Washington University in St. Louis in 1966; he moved it 
to New York’s Queens College in 1981 and headed it until 
2000. 

Born and raised in Brooklyn, Commoner went to Columbia 
University, majoring in zoology. He got his doctorate in cel¬ 
lular biology from Harvard University. 

Along with his wife, survivors include his two children from 
his first marriage, Lucy Commoner and Frederic Common¬ 
er, and a granddaughterO

seum where he can always 
go visit. 

As the museum began 
acquiring its collection of 
items documenting Afri¬ 
can-American life, art, his¬ 
tory and culture, Reece 
said there was “no ques¬ 
tion” that Pride’s was an im¬ 
portant story to tell. 

“One of the things we want 
to express in the exhibit is 
that African-Americans 
have a history in all kinds 
of music,” Reece said. “I’m 
not sure everybody would 
expect us to have a section 
on country music." 

Once the museum opens, 
items from Pride’s life will 
join a collection that also 
will represent music artists 
including Louis Armstrong, 
James Brown, Ella Fitzger¬ 
ald, Lena Horne and Mi¬ 
chael Jackson. 

Reece said Pride’s rise to 
fame during the civil rights 
movement of the 1960s is 
among many interesting 
threads to his story. 

“He's a great example of 
a man transcending the 
barriers of race who was 
accepted by audiences 
because he was a good 
country singer,” she said. 
Pride, who at 78 is still tour¬ 
ing and heads to Ireland 
this month and the United 
Kingdom next month, said 
he never had trouble from 
audiences over his race. “I 


never had one iota of hoot 
calls from the audience,” 
Pride said. 

However, he did recall a 
1966 performance when a 
crowd of 10,000 at Detroit’s 
Olympia Stadium — the 
biggest audience of his ca¬ 
reer at that point — grew 
quiet upon seeing that the 
fledgling country singer 
was black. 

“I said, ‘You know, I realize 
it’s a little unique me com¬ 
ing out here on a country 
music show wearing this 
permanent tan.’ When I 
said that there was this big 
old applause — saying ex¬ 
actly what they were think¬ 
ing,” Pride said. 

He told the crowd he would 
play his three singles and 
maybe a hit from another 
singer, but that “I ain’t got 
time to talk about pigmen¬ 
tation all night.” 

After the show, fans lined 
up to get his autograph. 
“That's the way it’s been 
for the last 40 some years,” 
he said. 

Pride, who grew up in a 
family of 11 children in 
Sledge, Mississippi, first had 
his sights set on a career in 
Major League Baseball. He 
played in the Negro Ameri¬ 
can League and Pioneer 
League before country 
singers Red Sovine and Red 
Foley heard him performing 
in Montana — where Pride 
was working at a smelting 
plant and playing for the 
plant ball team — and told 
him he needed to go to 
Nashville, Tennessee. 

He eventually made it to 
Nashville and recorded a 
demo that RCA Records 
liked. “They decided to 
sign me and there’s history 
looking at you right now,” 
Pride said. 

“I’ve been singing all my 
life. I heard a song I’d like. 
I’d just sing it, not realizing 
that I was preparing myself 
for this, but here I am,” he 
said. “People liked my sing¬ 
ing and once they got me 
on record, a whole bunch 
of people liked me.” 

Pride, who has won three 
Grammy Awards and had 
dozens of No. 1 hits, also is 
donating albums, cassettes 
and CDs of his music to the 
museum collection. □

Mitt Romney is losing badly. And 
he has only himself to blame. 
Not only is he trailing President 
Barack Obama in almost every 
national poll, he’s trailing in al¬ 
most every poll of swing states. 
What is the Republican re¬ 
sponse? That there must be 
some magical, maniacal skew 
in the numbers, and the skew 
must be a conscious effort by a 
scheming, elite media to damp¬ 
en Republican enthusiasm. 
There may be an oversampling 
of Democrats in some polls, but 
this is by no means universally 
true. And the fact that Obama 
has a growing lead when the 
polls are taken in aggregate is 
undeniable. 

This is just an extension of the 
Republican war on facts. If you 
find a truth disagreeable, simple 
deny it. Call it corrupt. Suggest 
that it is little more than one side 
of a story - an opinionated, bi¬ 
ased one - and insist that there 
is another explanation. The base 
will buy it. 

Let’s just call this Operation Os¬ 
trich. 

The real problem that has 
caused this very real turn in the 
polls has another name: Willard 
Mitt Romney. 

It is, in part, because of his con¬ 
vention that didn’t congeal 
and, in part, because of his own 
missteps and misstatements, the 
most devastating of which was 
the secretly recorded tape of 
him dismissing 47 percent of fhe 
population: “I’ll never convince 
them that they should take per¬ 
sonal responsibility and care for 
their lives.’’ 

Mother Jones magazine on 
Thursday posted a new video 
of Romney from 1985. In this 
one, he said that Bain Capital’s 
mission was to “invest in startup 
companies and ongoing com¬ 
panies, then to take an active 
hand in managing them and, 
hopefully, five fo eighf years 
later, to harvest them at a sig¬ 
nificant profit.’’ And what about 
the people who might lose jobs 
in the process? 

Seriously, Mother Jones is drop¬ 
ping these Romney secret re¬ 
cordings with the frequency of 
hip-hop mix tapes. 

And the Obama campaign is 
receiving them like manna from 
heaven. It is using Romney’s own 
words in ads to brutal effect. This 
further calcifies Romney’s im¬ 
age as callous, incompetent 
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and reckless. He is his own worst 
enemy. 

This all makes the coming de¬ 
bates, especially the first one 
next week, make-or-break mo¬ 
ments for Romney. 

Debates are largely stagecraft 
and tests of temperamenf as 
well as articulation: How does 
a candidate perform under 
pressure, and how do the can¬ 
didates compare with each 
other. 

That being the purpose, both 
campaigns are working over¬ 
time to lower expectations of 
their candidates and raise those 
of fheir opponent. 

In a memo released Friday, Da¬ 
vid Axelrod, an Obama adviser, 
said, “Just as he was in the pri¬ 
maries, we expect Mitt Romney 
to be a prepared, disciplined 
and aggressive debater.” 

But, as is its wont, the Rom¬ 
ney campaign overdid it. It re¬ 
leased a memo Thursday hailing 
Obama as “a universally ac¬ 
claimed public speaker” with 
“natural gifts and extensive sea¬ 
soning” who “is widely regarded 
as one of the most talented po¬ 
litical communicators in modern 
history.” 

All the calibrating of expecta¬ 
tions aside, something dramatic 
must happen in the debates, or 
over the next few weeks, to al¬ 
ter the course of fhe race, and it 
must satisfy fhree criteria: It must 
be major, new and digestible. 

It can’t be subtle policy differ¬ 
ence. It can’t be a rehash of 
known negative. And it can’t be 
ambiguous. 

If you are a die-hard parti¬ 
san, your support is unlikely to 
change. For instance, if you be¬ 
lieve in fhe sovereignty of a per¬ 
son’s body - to make individual 
health care choices and have 
freedom in love and marriage 
- nothing would likely make you 
vote Republican. Conversely, if 
you believe that life begins at 
inception and every abortion is 
the murder of an innocent de¬ 
fenseless child, it is hard for you 
to vote Democratic. 

But if you are one of the people 
in the mushy middle, one of the 
undecided or switchable, you 
need a clear mind-changer or 
confidence-builder. 

I don’t think Romney can deliver 
this. He’s a profoundly clumsy 
campaigner. A Politico article 
on Friday about Romney’s prob¬ 
lems contained this damning 
quote: 

“Lousy candidate; highly quali¬ 
fied to be president,” said a top 
Romney official. “The candidate 
suit fits him unnaturally. He is nat¬ 
urally an executive.” 

In fact, the more Romney talks, 
the more damage he does to 
himself. Romney’s only hope 
is fhaf Obama slips up, makes 
a gaffe or some never-before 
known fact emerges that 
speaks negatively of fhe presi¬ 
dent’s character. 

All things are possible, but that 
scenario is becoming increas¬ 
ingly unlikely. 

If Obama doesn’t slip up, 
the next 40 days or so will be 
one long, dark night for Mitt 
Romney.□

Last winter, I had lunch with a 
junior White House official who 
works on economic issues. The 
unemployment rate had just 
dipped to 8.3 percent, and I 
asked if he was encouraged 
by the figure, and hopeful that 
it might be down another point 
by Election Day. 

He shook his head. The positive 
news notwithstanding, he said, 
there were good reasons to 
think that we would still be star¬ 
ing at 8 percent unemployment 
in the fall of 2012. 

“Well,” I told him, with all the au¬ 
thority a professional pundit can 
muster, “then you should as¬ 
sume that you’re going to lose 
the election.” 

Today, just as he predicted, the 
unemployment rate is 8.1 per¬ 
cent. The year’s second-quarter 
growth rate was just downgrad¬ 
ed to an anemic 1.3 percent, 
real household income dipped 
in the month leading up to the 
two political conventions, and 
the American Enterprise Insti¬ 
tute’s James Pethokoukis sug¬ 
gests that 2012 might turn out to 
be the worst not-technically-in- 
a-recession year in modern U.S. 
history. 

But President Barack Obama 
would win if the election were 
held today, and probably by a 
relatively comfortable margin. 
My wintertime prediction, Mitt 
Romney’s campaign strategy, 
the assumptions of Republicans 
and Democrats alike - all have 
been confounded by voters’ 
refusal to lean the way the un¬ 
employment rate suggests they 
should. 


Why is this? In part, it’s the hang¬ 
over from the Bush years, and 
the fact that Americans don’t 
yet trust the Republican Party 
given how little the party seems 
to have learned and changed 
since 2008. In part, it’s Romney 
himself, a deeply flawed can¬ 
didate whose “47 percent” 
remarks look like the rare disas¬ 
trous sound-bite that actually 
turns the polls against the candi¬ 
date who uttered it. 

But something deeper is going 
on as well. Remember that the 
economy is growing, however 
slowly, and most working-age 
Americans do have jobs. (A 
Bureau of Labor Statistics reas¬ 
sessment just found fhat there 
are now - finally - more Ameri¬ 
cans employed than when 
Obama took office.) It turns out 
that dreadfully slow growth isn’t 
nearly as politically damaging 
as decline, because voters can 
adapt to stagnation, and ap¬ 
proach it as a kind of grim “new 
normal” rather fhan a disaster re¬ 
quiring an immediate response. 
Over the last two years, then, 
what still felt like an economic 
crisis during the 2010 midterms 
has become a grim-but-bear- 
able status quo. In this new nor¬ 
mal, Ronald Brownstein reports in 
the National Journal, “a slim ma¬ 
jority of Americans now say they 
define getting ahead as not fall¬ 
ing behind - nof losing ground 
or falling into debt - rather than 
the more traditional definition of 
enjoying steady increases in pay 
and income.” 

It’s voters like these who are 
giving Obama his cushion. The 
president trails among people 
who report themselves worse off 
fhan four years ago. Buf he leads 
comfortably among Americans 
who are merely treading water. 
These signs of resignation are 
good news for the White House, 
but they’re bad news for the 
country’s future. Even if a rich 
nation like ours can learn to live 
with 8 percent unemployment 
and slow growth for now, fhe 


costs of persisfent joblessness 
and sustained stagnation could 
be devastating in the long run. 
As Don Peck pointed out in his 
2011 book “Pinched,” an analy¬ 
sis of fhe Great Recession’s likely 
consequences, the socioeco¬ 
nomic scars left by a period of 
mass unemployment get deep¬ 
er the longer that period per¬ 
sists. Young people put off life 
decisions, delaying education, 
marriage, childbearing. Older 
people drop out of fhe work¬ 
force permanently. Families are 
strained and split apart; people 
lose crucial years of saving and 
asset building; dependency 
on government assistance be¬ 
comes a way of life. And a cul¬ 
ture of fearfulness takes hold, 
discouraging risk-taking and en¬ 
trepreneurship even when bet¬ 
ter times return. 

Meanwhile, every year with sub- 
par growth makes our govern¬ 
ment’s existing liabilities larger, 
and the fiscal adjustments the 
country is facing fhat much 
more difficult to make. All of 
fhese problems will gradually 
intertwine, as they already do 
in Western Europe. Today’s stag¬ 
nation means that Americans 
a generation hence will face 
bigger-than-expected defi¬ 
cits, even as today’s recession- 
dampened birthrate means 
there will be fewer younger 
workers to help pay them down. 
This grim prospect doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily make the case for elect¬ 
ing Romney in Obama’s place. 
Indeed, Romney’s dismissal of 
fhe government-dependent 47 
percent suggests a fatal mis¬ 
understanding of what should 
be his mission - namely, to per¬ 
suade precisely those Ameri¬ 
cans clinging, understandably, 
to government programs in 
tough times to choose the risks 
of further change over the tem¬ 
porary security of stasis. But the 
costs of stagnation definitely 
make the case against the kind 
of resignation we’re now seeing 
in the electorate. □
